Immediately the lid went on in the 
United States, William E. “Pussy­ 
foot” Johnson, “Field-marshal Com­ 
mander-in-chief’ of America's “dry” 
army, established a branch G. IT. Q. 
in London, and proceeded to show 
local prohibitionists just how' to wage 
war on booze. 
Hitherto, although 
there had been an occasional prohi­ 
bition movement in Great Britain, the 
“drys” had made very little headway, 
the only really prominent man identi­ 
fied with the movement being the late 
Sir Wilfrid Lawson, who aroused con­ 
troversy some years back bv empty­ 
ing his inherited wine-cellars down 
the drains. 
Prohibition w as represented in Eng­ 
land by the United Kingdom Alliance, 
hut tim organization was not 
well 
equipped with funds, and was -o out 
of date in its methods that the “wets” 
ceased to regard its members as any­ 
thing more dangerous than “bun- 
wallahs,” a strange sect who partici­ 
pated in orgies of tea-drinking and 
hun consumption. 
But “Pussyfoot” 
Johnson ha- changed all this. 
Cannon Afastennan, president of 
Graessle, Air. and Airs. Harry AT 
Miller, Air. and Airs. L. C. Gifford, the ll. K. A. recently visited America 
Air. and Airs. Frank J. Yoss and Air. to find out how the “wets” there had 


alliance with the Anti-Saloon league 
with the result that another A. E. F. 
was soon on the high seas. 
Johnson established himself quiet­ 
ly in Fleet street—'the home of news­ 
papers and publicity, but so skillfully 
were his opening moves made, that he 
succeeded in avoiding attracting a t­ 
tention for some months. 
Then he 
disclosed himself. 
It would be rash 
to suggest that he captured the pow- 
erful Northeliffe Press, but it says 
much for his generalship and tactics 
that he managed to secure a magni­ 
ficent advertisement out of a hostile 
organization. 
Lord Northcliffe’s papers discov­ 
ered his presence and taking up the 
role of Dickens’ Fat Boy, the Daily 
Mail proceeded to make Johnny Bull’s 
flesh creep with lengthy stories of 
“Pussyfoot’s” 
aims, 
antecedents, 
methods and chances of success. 
J. 
Bull wras slightly amused, but as the 
whole Northeliffe artillery—the Times, 
Weekly 
Dispatch, 
Evening 
News, 
Daily Mirror, and others—joined in 
the attack British “wets” began to 
realize that thev must get busy. 
A big defensive campaign was op­ 
ened, and hair-raising stories of 
American prohibition methods were 
published, stories of Machiavellian 
unning, hysterical campaigning and 
Napoleonic victories.. 
The “wets” 
tearfully appealed to that much criti­ 
cized autocrat, the British Working 
Alan, to repudiate the sponsors of 
grapejuice and similar “soft” drinks 
with fantastic names. 
They remind­ 
ed him of bis old war cry “Damn hi 
eyes, whoever he trios, to rob a poor 
man of his beer.” 
And they succeed­ 
ed in making Air. B. W. Al. sit up 
and think “then* might he something 
in it.” 
Meanwhile 
tho 
much 
diseus-ed 
“Pussyfoot” Johnson, satisfied with 
hi- first demonstration, had departed 
for Finland to organize an offensive 
in northern Europe, hut he left a 
promise to return in the fall.

full weight of the counter-offensive 
accordingly fell upon the poor old 
United 
Kingdom 
Alliance, 
which 
“frightfully bucked” by the promin­ 
ence given to its aims, and the prom­ 
ise of solid support from American 
“drys”, nevertheless wilted before the 
storm of protest. 
The announcement that many lead­ 
ing American temperance orators ate 
on their way to England to take part 
in the fray gave the “wets” a popular 
battle-cry, with the inevitable warn-

The 
“lawyer” was one who expounded the 
Mosaic Jaw. The nearest position cor­ 
responding thereto ill modern life is 
th o theological professor. 
His ques­ 
tion was not an elTort to ascertain tile 
iruth, but to entrap Jesus. 
He not 
only had a wrong motive, but a defec­ 
tive theology. 
He thought that eter­ 
nal life could he secured by (bring— 
obedience. He did not know that “do­ 
ing” meant keeping the law in its mi­ 
nutest parts, which is an utter impos­ 
sibility for fallen men; that failure to 
measure up to the least demand of the 
law exposed hint to the curse of God 
(Gal. 3:10).

(v. 
27). 
Christ’s counter­ 
question sent him to the law, of which 
he gave a tine summary. 
Supreme 
love to God and love to one’s neigh­ 
bor as to ourselves Is the whole of 
man's duty. 
It is true as Jesus said: 
“This do and thou shalt live” (v. 28). 
But no one has ever kept the law. 
“There is none righteous, no riot one” 
(Rom. 3:10). 
“All have sinned and

This inquiry betrays ids 
lack of that love which is the fulfill­ 
ment of the law (Rom. 13:10). Love 
never Inquires us to whom to love, but 
“Where is some one who needs my 
love?” 
Christ 
convicted him on his 
own grounds. 
2. Jesus' answer (vv. 30-37).

swered bf a parable in which a certain 
man fell among thieves on his way to 
Jericho and was severely wounded* 
While in this helpless condition a 
priest passed by, riot even coming 
near; also a Levlte, who was interest­ 
ed enough to look on him, but not 
enough to help him. 
Finally a 
Sa­ 
maritan Cana1 where the wounded man 
was and, moved by compassion for 
him, bound up his w ounds and brought 
Iii rn on his own beast to the inn, 
where lie was cared for at the Samari­ 
tan's expense. 
In reply to Jesus’ 
question the lawyer declared that the 
Samaritan was neighbor to the unfor­ 
tunate man; and Jesus commanded 
him to go and do likewise (v. 37). By 
this Jesus aho well him that the impor­ 
tant question is not, “Who is my 
neighbor?” hut “Whose neighbor am 
I?”

very great and if the buyers were 
permitted to go upon the open market 
in this country many complications 
winch would he a detriment to domes­ 
tic consumers would arise. 
The pur* 
i pose of the export association is to 
ke< p the price of flour down in this 
country and to make all foreign -ales 
according to a uniform scale of prices. 
At the start the association will han­ 
dle sales to all foreign governments 
(other direct or through tile United 
States government agencies. 
How­ 
ever, the association may within its 
corporate rights finance export ship­ 
ments, act as seaboard agents to mills 
in forwarding shipments, insure flour 
shipments, hook freight and handle 
all matters of transportation by rail 
or water, carry on an active cam­ 
paign for the improvement of port 
facilities for the handling of flour. 
The export association will be a 
direct benefit to the small mills of 
the country in that they will find a 
market for what is know*n as “dis­ 
tress” flour at a margin of profit to 
the millers holding it. 
Frequently 
small mills wThich are not in the ex­ 
port business find difficulty in dis­ 
posing of their flour as soon as it is 
ground. 
However, such mills do not 
desire to close down and as rapidly 
as the flour is manufactured it is 
stored away until a buyer can he lo­ 
cated. 
Frequently these small mills 


holding quantities of “distress” flour 
are unable to keep it until they can 
sell it at a profit and dispose of it 
to some buyer who offers them a price 
that amounts only to the wheat cost 
plus manufacturing expense. 
The 
association recently organized will 
get 
in touch with millers 
holding 
quantities of “distress” flour and will 
ai,! them in slopping it across' at a 
fair margin of profit. 
The association expects 
to deal 
largely 
with 
foreign 
government 
agencies and under the law all such 
sales must be made through the ex­ 
port association or the United States 
Gram Corporation. 
The association 
expects to deal largely w ith the Unit­ 
ed States Grain Corporation until the 
present conditions .are relieved and 
foreign shipments are again permit­ 
ted direct from the manufacturer to 
the buyer abroad. 


Mr. Blish has been prominently 
identified with the national grain or­ 
ganizations for a number of years 
and 
only recently resigned as 
the 
chairman of the committee on export 
trade and legislation of the millers 
national federation, the largest or­ 
ganization of its kind in the United 
States. 
He has held a number of 
other executive positions with organ­ 
izations of this character. 
That his 
ability and experience is nationally 
recognized is shown by the fact that 
the executive committee of this new 
corporation is composed of only five 
millers who represent the milling in­ 
dustry in the United States. 


TEXT—A re there few th a t be saved?— 
M att. 13:23. 
Some would say that the chances 
of being saved are not to be consider­ 
ed, for all are 
saved. 
Such 
a 
view Is unlversal- 
I s t l e , 
out 
of 
which there will 
be a t e r r i b l e 
awakening 
some 
day. 
Some say 
that the vast ma­ 
jority of the hu­ 
man race will be 
saved. 
T h e s e 
claim that all ln- 
f a n t s 
and 
all 
persons not mor­ 
ally 
responsible 
will 
be s a v e d 
anyway, and that 
all persons who 
are not Incorrigibly wicked and de­ 
praved w*ill be saved also. Even some 
who 
are 
recognized as evangelical 
teachers say that the number of the 
saved will be very much greater than 
the lost. 
As it is only in the Scriptures that 
we have any information about the 
subject of salvation, it is the part of 
good judgment and common sense to 
inquire what the Billie teaches as to 
the number of the saved. 
1. In the first place with some sal­ 
vation depends in their view, upon 
meeting certain moral obligations. If 
there Is any moral obligation at all, it 
Is enjoined in a book that says there 
Is none that doeth good, no not one. 
All have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God. All have gone astray 
and every man has turned to his own 
way. If a man says he has no sin, he 
deceives himself and the truth is not 
In him. 
2. The conditions of salvation 
as 
outlined in the Scriptures are so dif­ 
ficult of fulfilment that man does* not 
love them. It being accepted that there 
is none that doeth good, there la none 
excepted from 
the 
conditions luid 
down in the Word of God, the leaving 
of all to follow* Jesus, the renouncing 
of the w’orid and the acceptance to 
meet these conditions, which Imply al­ 
so the recognition of Jesus Christ as 
the Son of God and the only Savior of 
man. 
If confessing Christians were 
polled and each examined as to his 
personal relationship to Jesus Christ, 
it would he found that a large num­ 
ber, possibly the majority, could not 
stand the test. 
3. Let us note carefully the state­ 
ments of Scripture as to the relative 
number of the saved. In the Old Tes­ 
tament the prophet asks, “Can the 
Ethiopian 
change his skin 
or the 
leopard his spots? Then may ye also 
do good that are accustomed to do 
evil.” Jesus said 
on one occasion. 
“Many are called but few chosen.” 
On another occasion he said, “It 
Is oii-ler fob a camel to go through 
the eye of a needle than for a rich 
man to enter into the kingdom of 
God.” This prompted the question of 
his 
disciples, 
“Who 
then 
can 
be 
saved?” 
In tin1 Sermon on the Mount J e s u s 
said, “Straight is the gate and nar­ 
row Is the way which loadeth unto 
life and few there lie that find it.” In 
answer to the question, “Are then* 
few that be saved?” Jesus replied. 
"Strive to 
enter In at the straight 
gate, for many. I say unto you, will 
seek to enter and .shall not be able.” 
There is an echo of this teaching In 
the words of I’eter, “If the righteous 
scarcely can be saved, where shall the 
ungodly and sinner appear?” 
Tills 
was to say, if it is with the greatest 
difficulty that the righteous are saved, 
the chances of the ungodly un1 very 
few. 
We have also the teaching of 
the Lord as to some who will come 
before him at the great day of judg­ 
ment and say, “We have eaten and 
drunk in thy 
presence and In thy 
name done many wonderful w o rk s,” 
but he will say, “I never knew* you.” 
Taking these conditions 
together, 
there is more than an intimation that 
a man fulling short of the conditions 
should look upon his chances of be­ 
ing saved as comparatively small. If 
it Is true, as Jesus said that hi* that 
believeth not on the Son of God shall 
not see life and that u man must Be­ 
lieve on Jesus Christ In order to have 
everlasting life, it Is likely that the 
vast majority of the people among us 
are not saved. 
Jesus not only taught us that the 
gate Is straight and the w*ay narrow 
that leadeth to everlasting life, hut 
he also taught thnt the way leading 
to death is wide and many as com­ 
pared to the few on the narrow w ay 
are in it. 
Drift into salvation Is impossible. 
The will of man needs to be exer­ 
cised in order to escape eternal per­ 
dition. To be saved a man must use 
his will definitely, immediately flee to 
Jesus 
Christ 
and 
accept 
him 
as 
Saviour.

We have used up about half the 
forests we originally possessed. Al­ 
though there are forest associations 
in nearly ev< ry stale, supplementing 
the excellent work of the nation for­ 
est service, trees are being used up 
faster than they are being grown. 
When a tree is cut, less than half of it 
reaches the consumer. 
The sawmill 
wastes amount to 40 per cent of the 
tree. 
Forest fires cause a loss of 
$25,000,000 to $50,000,000 yearly. There 
are 147 national forests in the United 
States, consisting, of 155.166.619 acres.
